Long  March  for  Voting  Rights

More  than  a  billion  Chinese 
celebrated  across  the  globe  as 
Olympic  fireworks  lit  up  the  Bei¬ 
jing  skies  on  August  8.  But,  here 
in  Boston,  the  Chinese  American 
community  suffered  another 
blow  to  our  rights  as  citizens. 

Just  two  days  before.  State 
Senator  Dianne  Wilkerson  an¬ 
nounced  at  a  community  meeting 
at  the  Quincy  School  that  the 
state  would  print  10,000  Chi¬ 
nese  bilingual  sample  ballots  for 
the  September  and  November 


elections  this  year,  including 
transliterated  candidate  names. 
In  a  common  political  tactic  to 
secure  swift  passage,  Wilkerson 
had  attached  the  sample  ballot 
proposal  to  a  budget  measure. 
The  Senate  President  supported 
Wilkerson's  amendment  and  the 
needed  budget  went  on  to  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

On  August  8,  however, 
Wilkerson's  office  discovered 
that  the  House  had  in  fact  ap¬ 
proved  an  altered  amendment 


in  a  last-minute  maneuver, 
removing  all  provisions  for  a 
Chinese/ English  sample  ballot. 
The  House  had  opposed  amend¬ 
ment  of  the  budget  to  provide  the 
sample  ballots. 

Community  coalition  mem¬ 
bers  expressed  dismay  at  this 
newest  twist  in  the  community's 
five-year  struggle  for  full  voting 
rights.  Libby  Benson,  a  member 
of  the  Organization  of  Chinese 
Americans  and  the  adoptive 
mother  of  a  child  bom  in  China, 


expressed  her  disappointment 
that  members  of  the  House 
"couldn't  muster  the  decency 
and  political  will  to  oppose  Wil¬ 
liam  Galvin  on  the  bilingual  bal¬ 
lot  issue  ...  I  can  only  conclude 
that,  whether  this  comes  from 
ignorance  or  parochialism,  fear 
of  losing  power  and  control,  lack 
of  caring  or  malfeasance  toward 
people  whose  ways  are  'other' 
than  their  own,  our  political 
leaders  are  sorely  lacking  on  this 
issue." 


While  many  were  angry  and 
upset,  elderly  voters  also  vowed 
to  continue  the  campaign.  They 
pointed  to  the  City  Council's 
unanimous  vote  in  favor  of 
bilingual  ballots  as  a  sign  that  the 
community  is  learning  to  exercise 
political  clout. 

"Keep  fighting!  In  some 
ways,  we  won,  because  we  kept 
fighting,"  said  Mr.  Li,  an  elderly 
voter  who  participated  in  the 
public  vigil  at  the  State  House  the 
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ah-Lin!

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Why  a  Mooncake? 


The  Legend  of  Chang-E 
and  the  Moon 


Myths  and  Legends  of  China,  1922  by  E.  T.  C.  Werner

On  Thanksgiving,  you 
have  turkey  and  pumpkin 
pie.  On  birthdays  you 
have  cake  with  candles  to 
celebrate  with.  But  what 
do  you  have  when  the 
moon  is  at  its  brightest  of 
the  year? 

You  might  have  seen 
them  lining  the  bakery 
windows  in  Chinatown. 
You  might  have  the  seen 
the  colorful  tins  with  fancy 
Chinese  motifs  on  the 
shelves  at  your  local  Asian 
grocer.  But  what  exactly  is 
a  mooncake?  And  why  are 
they  eaten  during  the  mid- 
Autumn  Moon  festival? 

During  the  Yuan 
Dynasty  around  600  years 
ago,  China  was  ruled  by 
the  Mongols.  Oppressed 
and  treated  like  slaves, 
the  Chinese  decided  to 
revolt  against  their  rulers. 
However,  the  Mongols  had 
forbidden  the  traditional 
ways  of  communication, 
and  rendered  the  Chinese 
without  forms  of  contact 
and  spreading  the  word  of 
the  revolt. 

The  moon  cake  was 
the  ingenious  method 
the  Chinese  developed  to 
round  up  support.  Mes¬ 
sages  written  on  paper 
were  stuffed  into  the 
pastries,  informing  the 
oppressed  of  the  uprising. 
The  Mongols  were  caught 
off  guard,  and  the  Chinese 
achieved  a  great  victory. 

Today,  the  Chinese 


still  celebrate  the  ingenu¬ 
ity  of  the  moon  cakes, 
although  the  pastries  are 
now  stuffed  with  sweet 
bean  paste,  egg  yolks, 
lotus  seed  paste  and  other 
delectable  fillings. 

The  mooncake  is  not 
only  representative  of  the 
Chinese  victory  over  the 
Mongols,  its  round  shape 
is  also  a  symbol  of  unity, 
family  and  wholeness,  a 
main  principle  practiced 
during  the  mid-Autumn 


festival. 

The  fillings,  like  the 
sweet  bean  paste,  ensure  a 
sweet  life.  The  lotus  seed 
paste  symbolizes  fertility, 
and  the  round  egg  yolk 
once  again  refers  to  the 
oneness  of  family  values. 

So  come  this  August 
Moon,  gather  around  with 
your  family  under  the 
brightest  and  fullest  moon 
of  the  year,  and  contem¬ 
plate  the  victories  you 
have  achieved  this  year.

Some  say  there's 
a  princess  living  in  the 
moon.  Others  say  there  is 
the  face  of  a  man  looking 
down  at  us  from  the  moon. 
And  then  there  are  still 
others  who  insist  the  moon 
is  made  of  cheese.  But  Chi¬ 
nese  legend  has  it  that  on 
the  night  when  the  moon 
is  the  brightest  of  the  year, 
one  can  see  a  beautiful 
woman,  Chang-E,  dancing 
sadly  in  the  moon. 

The  story  of  Chang-E 
is  one  that  is  passed  down 
from  generation  to  genera¬ 
tion  in  Chinese  tradition. 
Legend  has  it  that  there 
were  once  10  suns  in  the 
sky,  but  they  rotated  so 
that  there  was  only  one  sun 
per  day.  For  a  while  this  ar¬ 
rangement  worked  out  just 
fine  for  the  suns  and  the 
people  on  earth,  until  one 
day  the  suns  decided  to  all 
take  a  day  trip  into  the  sky. 
The  heat  from  all  ten  suns 
scorched  the  crops,  dried 
the  lakes  and  rivers,  and 
made  the  world  uninhabit¬ 
able  for  the  humans  and 
animals. 

The  citizens  of  earth 
called  the  skillful  archer, 
Hou  Yi,  to  save  them 
from  disaster  by  shoot¬ 
ing  the  suns.  One  by  one, 
the  archer  shot  down  the 
glowing  balls  of  fire,  until 
there  was  none  but  one 
left.  Before  Hou  Yi  had  the 
chance  to  rid  the  last  sun. 


a  villager  convinced  the 
archer  that  one  sun  was 
needed  for  life  to  survive. 

As  a  reward  for  his 
work  in  saving  the  earth, 
Hou  Yi  was  given  a  peach 
of  immortality  by  the 
Heavenly  Mother  Goddess. 
The  archer  was  ecstatic  to 
receive  such  a  valuable  gift. 
He  brought  the  prize  home 
nd  hid  it  in  a  wooden 
chest,  to  share  with  his 
wife  Lady  Chang-E  on 
another  day.  However, 
Chang-E  was  as  impatient 
as  she  was  curious.  She 
had  caught  the  fragrance 
of  the  immortal  peach  and 
could  not  resist  looking  for 
it.  While  Hou  Yi  was  away 
hunting  during  the  day, 
his  wife  found  the  peach 
stashed  in  the  chest. 

Unable  to  hold  herself 
back,  she  devoured  the 


peach  down  to  the  pit.  The 
potency  of  the  fruit  was  too 
much  for  just  one  person 
to  handle,  and  she  began 
to  take  to  the  sky,  floating 
away  into  the  heavens. 

When  Hou  Yi  came 
home  and  saw  what  his 
selfish  wife  had  done,  it 
was  too  late.  Chang-E, 
seeing  her  earthly  husband 
chasing  her,  turned  around 
in  her  shame  and  flew  into 
the  silvery  moon.  There 
she  sits  in  loneliness  and 
silence  for  eternity.  Her 
only  companion  is  the  Jade 
Rabbit  and  a  ginkgo  tree. 

On  the  night  of  the 
August  Moon  festival,  the 
Chinese  celebrate  the  moon 
at  its  fullest  and  brightest 
by  viewing  it,  hoping  to 
catch  a  glimpse  of  the  Lady 
Chang-E  and  her  Jade  Rab¬ 
bit  dancing.

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August  Moon  Myths,  Customs  and  Legends

Dai  in  Yunan  province 

On  the  night  of  the 
mid-Autumn  Festival 
(also  known  as  the  Moon 
Festival),  the  Dai  people  in 
Yunan  province  observe 
the  custom  of  "worship¬ 
ping  the  moon."  Legend 
has  it  that  it  was  Tsu-Yian, 
the  third  son  of  the  em¬ 
peror,  who  changed  into 
the  moon  when  he  died. 
Strong  and  courageous, 
Tsu-Yian  had  led  the 
people  of  Dai  in  battles,  de¬ 
feating  their  enemies,  and 
had  gained  the  love  and 
esteem  of  the  Dai  people. 
When  he  died,  he  became 
the  moon  and  rose  up  to 
the  sky,  where  he  gives  out 
a  soft  light,  bringing  light 
to  the  Dai  people  in  the 
darkness  of  the  night. 

On  the  day  of  the 
festival,  early  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  young  men  go  up  to 
the  hills  to  hunt  sparrows 
and  pheasants  for  food, 
while  girls  and  wives  are 
busy  catching  fish  from  the 
ponds  and  preparing  the 
evening  meal  on  this  day. 
Grandmothers  are  busy 
cleaning  the  glutinous  rice 
to  use  in  making  different 
kinds  of  delicacies.  They 
put  a  round  cake  made  of 
glutinous  rice  on  each  cor¬ 
ner  of  a  square  table  and 
insert  a  fragrant  incense 
stick  into  each  cake.  When 
the  moon  rises  above  the 
trees  on  the  mountains, 
they  light  the  fragrant  in¬ 


cense,  and  everyone  in  the 
family,  men  and  women, 
old  and  young,  "worship 
the  moon."  They  fire  their 
guns  into  the  air  to  honor 
their  hero  Tsu-Yian  and 
to  show  him  their  respect. 
Finally,  everyone  in  the 
family,  grown-ups  and 
children,  sit  around  the 
square  table,  eating  the 
food,  enjoying  the  full 
moon,  talking  and  laugh¬ 
ing  happily. 

Dong  in  Hunan  province 

In  the  Dong  village 
of  Hunan  province  there 
is  an  interesting  custom 
called  "stealing  the  moon 
vegetables."  According 
to  legend,  on  the  night  of 
the  mid-Autumn  Festival, 
the  fairy  maidens  would 
descend  to  earth  from  their 
palace  in  the  moon  and 
sprinkle  their  sweet  dew 
on  all  the  melons,  fruits, 
and  other  vegetables,  so 
that  everyone  can  have  the 
chance  to  taste  them  with 
the  sweet  dew  still  clinging 
to  them.  The  Dong  people 
call  this  custom  "stealing 
the  moon  vegetables." 

On  the  night  of  the 
mid-Autumn  Festival, 
carrying  their  beauti¬ 
ful  umbrellas,  the  young 
girls  of  the  Dong  go  to  the 
gardens  of  the  young  men 
they  love.  They  pick  the 
melons  and  vegetables 
growing  in  these  gardens, 
and  on  this  night,  they  are 


not  considered  thieves. 
They  cry,  "Hey,  I  have  sto¬ 
len  your  vegetables.  Come 
to  my  house  for  tea."  This 
is  their  way  of  using  the 
moon  maidens  to  declare 
their  love.  If  they  can  pick  a 
melon  with  a  stalk  on  it,  it 
signifies  they  will  be  happy 
in  love.  For  this  reason  they 
are  eager  to  pick  plants 
that  have  beans  growing  in 
pairs  on  the  stalk. 

The  married  women 
of  the  village  also  go  to 
other  people's  gardens  to 
"steal  the  moon  plants." 

In  their  case,  they  want  to 
pick  the  plumpest  melons 


or  the  freshest  soya  beans, 
because  these  plants  are 
supposed  to  bestow  sturdi¬ 
ness  and  health  on  their 
children. 

The  men  also  "steal" 
plants,  because  they  hope 
that  the  fairy  maidens  of 
the  moon  palace  will  grant 
them  happiness.  However, 
the  men  can  only  cook 
and  eat  the  vegetables 
outside,  and  cannot  bring 
them  home.  The  custom  of 
"stealing  the  moon  plants" 
gives  a  lot  of  joy  to  the 
Dong  and  adds  a  sense  of 
mystery  to  their  festival 
celebrations. 


Gaoshan  In  Taiwan 

To  celebrate  the 
mid-Autumn  Festival, 
the  aboriginal  inhabitants 
of  Taiwan,  the  Gaoshan, 
observe  the  custom  of 
dancing  while  "holding 
up  the  ball."  On  this  day, 
garbed  in  their  beauti¬ 
ful  national  dress,  men 
and  women  gather  at  Sun 
Moon  Lake  under  the  light 
of  the  silvery  moon  to  take 
part  in  this  game. 

According  to  legend, 
in  ancient  times,  a  couple 
lived  near  a  river.  The 
man  was  called  "Big  Sharp 
Brother,"  the  woman  was 
"Water  Splash  Sister,"  and 
they  fished  for  a  living. 

One  day,  the  sun  and  the 
moon  suddenly  disap¬ 
peared.  The  sky  turned 
dark,  young  seedlings 
withered,  all  the  flowers 
and  fruits  stopped  grow¬ 
ing,  and  all  the  animals 
and  birds  cried.  The  man 
and  the  woman  decided  to 
look  for  the  sun  and  moon 
and  to  bring  them  back. 

They  followed  the  in¬ 
structions  given  to  them  by 
a  gray-haired  woman,  and 
went  to  a  deep  pool  where 
two  dragons  lived.  They 
used  their  gold  axe  to  kill 
the  male  dragon  that  had 
devoured  the  sun,  and  they 
used  their  gold  scissors  to 
kill  the  female  dragon  that 
had  eaten  the  moon.  They 
then  took  the  leaves  and 


branches  of  a  palm  tree, 
and  by  fanning  the  air  un¬ 
der  the  sun  and  the  moon, 
they  lifted  them  up  to  the 
sky.  In  order  to  conquer 
the  evil  dragons,  the  man 
and  the  woman  had  to  stay 
by  the  pool  forever.  They 
turned  into  the  two  moun¬ 
tains  that  are  now  named 
after  them  —  the  Big  Sharp 
Mountain  and  the  Water 
Splash  Mountain.  The 
people  have  named  the  big 
pool  "Sun  Moon  Lake." 

Every  year,  on  the  day 
of  the  Mid-Autumn  Fes¬ 
tival,  the  Gaoshan  people 
remember  the  couple 
who  sacrificed  their  lives. 
The  colorful  balls  used  in 
their  dance  symbolize  the 
sun  and  the  moon.  The 
Gaoshan  imitate  the  couple 
by  trying  to  keep  the  balls 
aloft  and  not  allowing 
them  to  fall  to  the  ground. 

Miao  in  QuaCho  Province 

During  the  mid-Au- 
tumn  Festival,  when  night 
falls,  and  the  light  of  the 
moon  shines  on  the  whole 
village,  the  families  of  the 
Miao  will  get  together  to 
celebrate,  and  after  their 
family  reunions  they  will 
go  to  an  open  space  in 
the  forest,  to  dance  and 
sing  under  the  moonlight, 
which  is  now  aptly  named 
"dancing  under  the  moon." 
There,  the  young  people 
may  find  their  future  hus¬ 
bands  or  wives.  This  event 
takes  place  under  the  beau¬ 
tiful  and  bright  moonlight, 
so  it  is  also  called  "dancing 
under  the  moon." 
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August  Moon  Festival 
Moves  to  New  Location  in

Moon  Festival  on  Sunday, 
August  24  from  11:00  AM 
to  5:00  PM.  The  festival  is 
a  free  event  presented  by 
Quincy  Asian  Resources, 
Inc.  (QARI),  and  will  take 
place  from  approximately 
1400  to  1600  Hancock 
Street,  a  short  walk  from 
the  Quincy  Center  MBTA 
station  and  close  to  free 
public  parking.

Why  family  social 
networks? 

For  many  of  you,  us¬ 
ing  websites  like  kodakgal- 
lery.com  or  flickr.com  to 
store  your  photos  and  vid¬ 
eos  is  very  natural.  Those 
of  you  who  are  more  com¬ 
puter  savvy  may  even  keep 
personal  blogs,  and  be 
members  of  websites  like 
facebook.com  or  myspace. 
com.  However,  there  are  5 
important  reasons  why  you 
should  consider  a  family 
social  network  over  other 
online  methods  to  record 
your  family  history:

By 
allowing  family  members 
to  collaborate  within  the 
family  social  network  web¬ 
site,  and  submit  their  own 
memories  and  stories,  your 
family  history  information 
can  be  more  in  depth. 

3.  Privacy  -  There  may 
be  some  family  stories  you 


don't  want  to  share  with 
the  world.  For  that  matter, 
you  might  not  even  want 
to  share  them  with  your 
friends.  A  good  family  so¬ 
cial  network  gives  you  the 
flexibility  to  manage  your 
own  privacy  settings. 

4.  Specific  Family  Fea¬ 
tures  -  It  is  family-focused 
features  like  life  timelines 
and  family  trees  that  dis¬ 
tinguish  family  social  net¬ 
works  from  other  websites. 
Combined  with  the  ability 
to  share  photos,  videos, 
stories  and  files,  the  family 
social  network  provides  a 
single  place  to  record  your 
family's  history.

Part  1:  What  is  a  Caregiver?

Caregiving  is  a  centu¬ 
ry  old  tradition  in  America 
and  centuries  old  in  many 
cultures  throughout  the 
world.  According  to  the 
US  Census  Bureau  (2007), 

12  percent  of  the  total  US 
population  is  65  years  and 
older,  and  the  incidence 
rate  of  elderly  persons  in 
the  United  Sates  will  rise 
dramatictically  due  to 
aging  of  the  baby  boomer 
generation.  Therefore,  the 
rise  in  the  number  of  care¬ 
givers  in  the  US  will  also 
dramatically  increase  in  the 
near  future. 

Caregivers  are  family, 
friends,  and  neighbors 
who  assist  their  love  ones 
that  are  faced  with  chronic 
illnesses  and  disabilities. 
Caregivers  come  from 
all  walks  of  life,  all  age 
groups,  as  well  as  from 
diverse  racial  and  ethnic 
groups.  No  one  caregiver's 
experience  is  the  same. 
Therefore  each  care  plan  is 
developed  individually. 

The  role  of  caregiv¬ 
ing  in  the  United  States  is 
much  different  than  from 
the  past.  Most  caregivers 
today  have  their  own  job, 
family,  and  educational 
responsibilities  that  they 
must  tend  to  while  at 
the  same  time  caring  for 
a  loved  one.  In  the  past 
caregivers  were  faced  with 
taking  care  of  loved  ones  . 
who  had  infectious  disease 
unlike  the  present  in  which 
caregivers  are  faced  with 
taking  care  of  loved  ones 
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who  have  progressive  dis¬ 
eases  such  as  Alzheimer's 
disease,  Parkinson's  dis¬ 
ease,  multiple  strokes,  and 
other  forms  of  dementia. 
These  present  day  diseases 
can  require  years  of  care¬ 
giving  as  well  as  a  greater 
involvement  in  the  elder's 
ongoing  medical  condition. 

Establishing  emo¬ 
tional  boundaries  coupled 
with  the  need  to  take 
care  of  ones  self  and  set¬ 
ting  reasonable  limits  on 
caregiving  and  other  life 
responsibilities  is  absolute¬ 
ly  essential  for  caregivers. 
Without  taking  these  steps, 
caregivers  can  become 
physically  and  emotion¬ 
ally  exhausted  with  the 
end  result  of  developing 


illnesses  themselves.  One 
important  and  major  step 
for  caregivers  is  to  realize 
that  they  have  limitations 
and  as  such  they  need  to 
ask  for  help. 

The  Caregiver  Alliance 
of  Suffolk  County  provides 
caregivers  with  assistance 
by  establishing  service 
plans  as  well  as  identifying 
services,  referrals,  and  re¬ 
sources  that  will  best  meet 
your  individual  needs. 

The  services  provided  by 
the  caregiver  advisor  are 
free  to  all  caregivers  who 
live  or  work  in  Suffolk 
County  or  whose  elders 
do.  In  addition,  caregiver 
advisors  also  make  appro¬ 
priate  referrals  as  needed 
for  home  care  services 


(personal  care  services 
and  homemaking  services) 
that  assist  caregivers  with 
day-to-day  household  and 
personal  care  activities  for 
their  loved  one.  Please  feel 
free  to  visit  the  Caregiver 
Alliance  of  Suffolk  County 
website  at  http:/ /www.

Currently  40,000  col¬ 
lege  students  in  Massachu¬ 


setts  face  the  grim  prospect 
of  not  entering  or  return¬ 
ing  to  college  because  of  a 
state-wide  dip  in  available 
financial  aid  loans.  In 
addition,  rising  tuitions  in 
general,  are  becoming  pro¬ 
hibitive  for  middle-income 
and  lower-income  students 
and  families. 

However,  at  Urban 
College  a  college  educa¬ 
tion  remains  attractive  and 
affordable,  since  the  cost  of 
a  three  credit  course  is  $465 
plus  a  $10  student  fee.  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  income  status 
of  most  UCB  students  the 
majority  may  qualify  for 
Federal  and  State  Grants.

Site  users  will  shortly 
be  able  to  share  their  trees 
via  the  Ancestry  global 
network,  and  in  doing  so 
discover  and  connect  with 
potential  living  relatives 
around  the  world.

A  jiapu  is  a  family 
history  bound  in  volumes, 
which  starts  with  a  Chinese 
ancestor  and  traces  his 
family  history  down  the 
male  line  by  generation. 

It  is  traditionally  updated 
every 

15-30  years  to  include 
births,  deaths  and  mar¬ 
riages;  on  average,  each 
jiapu  runs  from  eight  to 
10  volumes  and  covers 
300  years  of  a  family's 
history.  As  it  follows  a 
family  down  through  time. 


a  greater  number  of  people 
can  claim  a  jiapu  as  their 
own. 

Information  that  may 
be  included  in  a  jiapu  in¬ 
cludes  family  trees  -  often 
going  back  many  hundreds 
of  years,  biographies,  re¬ 
cords  of  early  immigration, 
information  on  famous 
family  members  and  even 
color  illustrations  and 
maps  (images  available).

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The  Ins  and  Outs 
of  Long  Term  Care 


Male  Infertility

You've  probably  heard 
people  talk  about  Long 
Term  Care,  read  about  it  in 
the  newspaper  or  maybe 
you  know  some  people 
who  have  needed  it  and 
saw  the  toll  it  took  on  their 
assets.  Many  people  have 
questions  about  Long  Term 
Care,  ranging  from  what 
it  is,  how  can  they  protect 
themselves,  what  are  the 
costs,  and  whether  it  is 
something  they  need?  I 
will  try  to  address  some 
of  these  questions  in  my 
article. 

What  is  Long  Term  Care? 

Long  Term  Care 
refers  to  the  variety  of 
services  and  supports  to 
meet  personal  or  health 
care  for  people  who  have 
disabilities  or  illnesses  for 
an  extended  period  of  time. 
Individuals  who  require 
Long  Term  Care  are  unable 
to  perform  some  or  all  of 
the  basic  activities  of  daily 
living  such  as  dressing, 
bathing,  eating,  toileting, 
continence,  transferring 
(getting  in  and  out  of  a 
bed  or  chair),  and  walk¬ 
ing.  Long  Term  Care  can 
include  assistance  in  your 
own  home,  in  a  residential 
care  or  assisted  living  facil¬ 
ity,  adult  day  care,  or  in  a 
skilled  nursing  facility. 

How  much  does  Long  Term 
Care  costs? 

Costs  can  vary  from 


region  to  region,  but  in  the 
northeast  you  can  expect 
to  pay  $80,000  a  year  to 
upwards  of  $120,000  a  year 
for  a  nursing  home.  The 
average  assisted  living 
facility  can  cost  around 
$40,000  in  the  Northeast. 

It's  quite  easy  to  see  how  a 
long  drawn  out  illness  such 
as  Alzheimer's  can  quickly 
deplete  a  family's  assets. 

How  do  you  pay  for  Long 
Term  Care? 

Ordinary  health  insur¬ 
ance  policies  and  Medicare 
usually  do  not  pay  for 
Long  Term  Care  expenses. 
Medicaid  will  only  pay  for 
long  term  care  after  you 
have  spent  down  almost  all 
of  your  assets.  The  Med¬ 
icaid  provisions  are  very 
restricted.  It's  not  as  easy 
as  just  signing  everything 
over  to  your  children.  A 
last  mihute  gift  to  children, 
could  be  disqualified,  not 
to  mention  gift  tax  issues, 
a  child  mismanaging  the 
assets,  or  getting  divorced 
or  sued. 

One  option  is  to  buy 
Long  Term  Care  Insurance. 
Basic  Long  Term  Care 
policies  for  a  person  in 
their  50  and  60's  can  range 
from  $2000  to  $5000  a  year. 
Policies  and  riders  can  vary 
greatly,  but  this  is  for  a  pol¬ 
icy  that  will  cover  nursing 
home  care  and  home  care

Infertility  is  defined  as 
the  inability  of  a  couple  to 
conceive  a  child  after  one 
year  of  regular,  unprotect¬ 
ed  intercourse.  Although 
it  often  considered  a  taboo 
subject  of  discussion,  infer¬ 
tility  affects  approximately 
15%  of  couples  in  America. 
Approximately  30%  of 
couple  infertility  can  be 
attributed  to  male  fac¬ 
tors  including  inadequate 
delivery  of  sperm,  genetic 
conditions,  overall  health 
and  life  style,  and  environ¬ 
mental  factors. 

Inadequate  Delivery  of 
Sperm 

Inability  to  deliver 
sperm  from  the  penis  to  the 
vagina  leads  to  infertility. 
There  are  many  factors 
that  can  cause  this.  For 
example,  men  with  erectile 
dysfunction  are  not  able  to 
maintain  an  erection  and 
therefore  cannot  release 
sperm.  This  condition  may 
be  caused  by  heart  prob¬ 
lems,  high  blood  pressure, 
or  paralysis.  Low  sperm 
concentration  and  irregular 
shape  and  movement  of 
sperm  also  cause  infertil¬ 
ity.  On  average,  there  is 
approximately  20  million 
sperm  in  every  millimeter 
of  semen.  A  sperm  con¬ 
centration  below  lOmillion 
sperm  per  millimeter  is  an 
indicator  of  decreased  fer¬ 
tility.  In  addition  to  sperm 
concentration,  the  sperm 
must  be  shaped  properly 
in  order  to  be  able  to  move 
quickly  through  the  vagina 


and  to  reach  and  fertilize 
the  egg.  If  the  sperm  is 
irregularly  shaped  and  has 
reduced  motility,  fertility  is 
impaired. 

Another  cause  of  male 
infertility  results  when 
sperm  is  unable  to  exit 
from  the  testicles  through 
the  penis.  For  example,  the 
vas  deferens,  a  tube  that 
transports  sperm  from  the 
testicles  to  the  penis  can  be 
blocked.  Also,  the  epididy¬ 
mis,  which  contains  sperm, 
or  the  ejaculatory  ducts 
through  which  sperm 
travel,  may  be  obstructed. 
These  conditions  can  be 
caused  by  infections  and 
diseases  or  they  can  be 
congenital.  A  common 
cause  of  infertility  in  men 
is  a  varicocele,  or  a  dilated 
vein  in  the  testicle.  This 
condition  impairs  blood 
flow  to  the  testicles  and 
thus  inhibits  regular  cool¬ 
ing  necessary  for  normal 
sperm  production.  As  a 
result,  sperm  concentration 
and  motility  are  reduced. 
This  condition  can  often  be 
surgically  repaired. 

Chromosomal  and 
Congenital  Abnormalities 

A  number  of  genetic 
diseases  and  congenital 
abnormalities  may  lead  to 
male  infertility.  Men  with 
cystic  fibrosis,  a  genetic 
respiratory  disease,  often 
do  not  have  vas  deferens 
in  either  testicle,  which 
prevents  the  transport  of 
sperm  from  the  testes  to 
the  penis.  Klinefelter's 


syndrome  is  the  most 
prevalent  chromosomal 
abnormality  which  causes 
male  infertility.  It  leads 
to  small  testes,  decreased 
sperm  production  and  low 
testosterone.  In  addition  to 
chromosomal  abnormali¬ 
ties,  congenital  factors  also 
contribute  to  male  infertil¬ 
ity.  For  example,  some 
men  are  bom  with  crypt¬ 
orchidism,  a  condition  in 
which  the  testicles  do  not 
descend  from  the  abdomen 
into  the  scrotum.  Crypt¬ 
orchidism  can  be  either 
unilateral  or  bilateral.  This 
condition  leads  to  infertil¬ 
ity  because  the  testes  are 
subject  to  temperatures 
above  the  ideal  environ¬ 
ment  for  sperm  produc¬ 
tion.  As  a  result,  men  with 
this  congenital  abnormality 
have  reduced  sperm  con¬ 
centration. 

Overall  Health  and 
Life  Style 

General  health  and 
life  style  can  also  contrib¬ 
ute  to  infertility  in  men. 

For  example,  a  poor  diet 
lacking  nutrients  such  as 
zinc,  folate  and  vitamin  C 
or  a  diet  which  results  in 
obesity  can  reduce  fertility 
in  men.  Also,  continuous 
stress  can  affect  hormone 
production  and  thus 
decrease  sperm  production 
as  well  as  normal  sexual 
function.  These  factors  all 
lead  to  compromised  fertil¬ 
ity.  Excessive  use  of  drugs 
and  alcohol  are  also  as¬ 
sociated  with  infertility.  In 
addition,  men  who  smoke 
frequently  exhibit  lower 
sperm  concentrations  than 
men  who  do  not  smoke. 


Luckily,  all  of  these  factors 
which  cause  male  infertil¬ 
ity  can  be  modified  by 
adjusting  ones'  life  style. 

Chemotherapy  treat¬ 
ment  for  cancer  has  also 
been  shown  to  reduce 
sperm  concentration  in 
men.  Whether  or  not 
age  reduces  fertility  is  a 
debatable  subject.  As  men 
become  older,  the  level  of 
testosterone  circulating  in 
their  body  decreases  and 
as  a  result,  sperm  concen¬ 
tration  decreases  as  well. 
However,  studies  have 
shown  that  aging  men  have 
fertility  rates  comparable  to 
those  of  younger  men. 

Environmental  Factors 

A  number  of  envi¬ 
ronmental  factors  can  also 
lead  to  reduced  fertility  in 
men.  For  example,  many 
pesticides  affect  the  male 
hormonal  system  and  have 
effects  similar  to  estrogen, 
a  female  hormone.  This 
can  cause  reduced  sperm 
concentration  and  thus 
reduced  fertility.  Lead 
affects  hormone  balance 
in  men  and  can  cause 
decreased  production 
of  testosterone  and  thus 
decreased  sperm  produc¬ 
tion.  Constant  exposure  to 
heat,  for  example,  in  men 
working  in  steel  and  ce¬ 
ramic  fields,  can  hinder  the 
maturation  of  sperm.  In 
addition,  a  chemical  called 
dibromochloropane  which 
is  often  used  in  agriculture 
irreversibly  causes  dra¬ 
matic  decreases  in  sperm 
concentration.

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Chinatown  Parent  Elected  to  Advise  BPS  Superinten¬ 
dent  on  Special  Education.

Chinese- American  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  Boston  Public 
Schools  (BPS)  with  special 
learning  needs  may  now 
turn  to  a  motherly  voice  to 
advocate  for  their  welfare. 
Linda  Wang,  a  mother  of 
an  autistic  child,  as  well  as 
a  resident  of  Boston  China¬ 
town,  was  elected  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Special  Education 
Parent  Advisory  Council 
(SPED  PAC)  this  June  with 
the  highest  number  of 
votes. 

The  purpose  of  council 
is  to  meet  regularly  with 
and  advise  officials  of  Bos¬ 
ton  Public  Schools  about 
the  planning  and  imple¬ 
mentation  and  evaluation 
of  programs. 

"My  younger  son, 
Wayne,  was  diagnosed 
with  autism  at  the  tender 
age  of  two.  It's  been  twelve 
years  since  his  was  first 
diagnosed.  When  he  first 
started  schooling,  he  was 
placed  in  the  Individual¬ 
ized  Educational  Program 
(IEP),  and  has  been  in  it 
ever  since,"  said  Wang,  an 
immigrant  from  Guang¬ 
zhou,  China. 

-  Wayne  Wang,  15, 
graduated  from  Mildred 
Avenue  Middle  School  in 
Mattapan  this  spring  and 
will  start  Hyde  Park  High 
School  this  fall.  His  26- 
year-old  brother  recently 
received  his  doctorate  from 


Harvard  University  and 
relocated  to  Seattle,  Wash¬ 
ington. 

Finding  out  how  a 
child  is  doing  in  school 
may  be  a  simple  task 
for  many  parents,  but  in

Wang's  case,  communica¬ 
tion  with  the  school  has 
always  been  an  uphill 
battle. 

"By  law,  the  school  is 
supposed  to  keep  parents 
with  children  with  dis¬ 
abilities  informed  of  each 
child's  learning  progress 
in  school.  However,  due 
to  my  limited  English  abil¬ 
ity,  communicating  with 
my  son's  school  staff  has 
been  such  a  challenge," 
said  Wang,  a  Cantonese- 
speaker. 


The  IEP  is  mandate 
by  the  U.S.  Department 
Education  to  ensure  each 
public  school  child  who 
receives  special  education 
and  related  services  has 
an  individualized  learn¬ 
ing  program  in  place.  The 
program  allows  teachers, 
parents  and  school  admin¬ 
istrators  to  work  together 
to  improve  educational 
results  for  the  child.  If 
English  is  not  a  parent's 
first  language,  the  school  is 
to  provide  language  sup¬ 
port  when  in  communica¬ 
tion  with  the  parent. 

Despite  the  law,  lan¬ 
guage  barriers  continued 
to  hinder  clear  communica¬ 
tion  between  Wang  and 
education  service  provid¬ 
ers.  She  often  received 
poorly-translated  reports 
about  her  son's  special 
educational  plans. 

"I  could  barely  un¬ 
derstand  some  of  those 
reports,  although  they 
were  translated  into  Chi¬ 
nese,"  said  Wang,  who  also 
received  reports  directed  to 
other  parents.  At  parent- 
teacher  meetings,  she  could 
neither  understand  the 
educators  nor  convey  her 
thoughts  to  them. 

"How  is  my  child 
going  to  get  the  services 
he  needs  if  I  can't  even  tell 
the  school  about  my  son's 
needs?"  Wang  sighed. 


His  class  comprised  eight 
special  education  students, 
a  teacher  and  a  teacher's 
aide;  the  curriculum  em¬ 
phasized  life  skill  training. 

Joseph  Wu,  a  family 
service  coordinator  for  Bos¬ 
ton  Chinese  Neighborhood 
Center,  said  the  majority  of 
students  in  special  educa¬ 
tion  attend  regular  public 
schools  in  Boston  but  re- 


as  well  as  other  classes  that 
are  tailored  to  their  specific 
needs,  while  others  attend 
classes  that  are  solely 
designed  for  special  educa¬ 
tion  students,"  Wang  said. 

Fearing  that  she  might 
not  be  able  to  express  her¬ 
self  well  in  English,  Wang 
did  not  act  upon  her  desire 
to  run  for  the  council  until 
she  received  a  word  of 


"Due  to  language  bar¬ 
riers,  Mrs.  Wang  initially 
was  reluctant  to  participate 
in  the  election.  However, 

I  promised  her  that  I  will 
accompany  her  to  all  the 
SPED  PAC  board  meet¬ 
ings  and  provide  her  with 
language  support.  Then 
she  agreed  to  participate 
in  the  election.  We  are  re-

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ally  pleased  that  she  was 
elected,"  Lo  wrote  in  an 
e-mail  correspondence. 

Not  only  did  Wang 
win  a  seat  in  the  council, 
but  she  also  won  it  with  a 
landslide  victory.  Wang 
said  she  could  not  have 
won  the  election  without 
the  support  of  some  twenty 
Chinese- American  parents. 

"It  was  a  rare  occasion 
that  so  many  Chinese  par¬ 
ents  [of  children  in  special 
education]  were  able  to 
show  up  at  a  council  elec¬ 
tion.  I  am  therefore  very 
grateful  for  their  support," 
Wang  said. 

As  a  member  of  the 
SPED  PAC,  Wang  hopes 
to  raise  awareness  among 
the  Chinese  community  re¬ 
garding  special  education. 

According  to  2007- 
2008  statistics,  there  are 
56,168  students  in  the 
BPS  and  20%  of  those  in 
special  education.  Asians 
make  up  9  percent  in  the 
BPS,  but  only  3  percent  of 
those  enrolled  in  special 
education.  In  other  words, 
there  are  merely  141  Asian 
students  enrolled  in  special 
education  among  all  the 
144  schools  in  the  BPS. 

The  low  number  of  Asian 
students  in  special  educa¬ 
tion  raises  concerns  among 
experts,  as  many  may  not 
be  getting  the  help  they 
need  in  school. 

"It  is  a  cultural  prac¬ 
tice  not  to  air  one's  dirty 
laundry  in  public.  Some 
Chinese  parents  may  not 
be  forthright  about  their 
children's  special  needs. 


But  we  are  in  America,  if 
you  don't  speak  up,  no  one 
is  ever  going  to  know  what 
your  family  is  facing.  In 
the  end,  you  may  never  get 
the  services  that  your  child 
needs,"  Wang  said. 

Boston's  Chinatown 
community  has  founded 
its  own  support  network 
for  parents  of  children  with 
special  needs.  The  Chinese 
Empowerment  Coali¬ 
tion,  consisting  of  Boston 
Chinese  Family  Support 
Organization,  Boston  Chi¬ 
nese  Neighborhood  Center 
and  Dr.  Lusa  Lo,  organizes 
workshops  as  an  outreach 
effort. 

As  the  BPS  does  not 
provide  funding  for  the 
council,  Wang,  along 
with  seven  other  elected 
members,  will  have  to  raise 
their  own  funding  to  run 
the  council.  Within  her 
two-year  term  as  a  council 
member,  Wang  sees  herself 
as  a  voice  for  Chinese¬ 
speaking  parents  within 
the  education  system. 

Wang  encourages  parents 
to  talk  to  her  about  their 
child's  special  education 
needs.  She  may  be  reached

By  the  time  the  in¬ 
terview  was  over,  it  was 
close  to  dinnertime.  When 
asked  if  she  was  going 
home  to  prepare  dinner 
for  her  family,  Wang  broke 
into  a  beaming  smile. 

"No.  I  don't  need  to 
cook,"  Wang  said.  "My 
son  cooks!  The  school  has 
taught  him  to  cook  well." 


U.S.  Citizenship  and 
Immigration  Services 
(USCIS)  announced  that  it 
continues  to  make  steady 
progress  in  reducing  the 
significant  number  of  natu¬ 
ralization  applications  it 
received  last  year.  USCIS 
now  anticipates  naturaliza¬ 
tion  application  process¬ 
ing  will  average  10-12 
months  nationally  by  the 
end  of  September  2008  -  a 
substantial  improvement 
from  its  estimated  average 
processing  time  of  16-18 
months  first  announced 
last  year. 

"USCIS  is  committed 
to  providing  customers 
with  clear  expectations 
and  regular  updates  about 
the  agency's  progress  to 
reduce  its  backlog,"  Acting 
USCIS  Director  Jonathan 
Scharfen  said.  "We  are 
working  steadily  toward 
achieving  our  goal  of  pro¬ 
cessing  all  naturalization 
applications  within  five 
months  by  this  time  next 
year." 

During  Fiscal  Year 
2007,  USCIS  received  1.4 
million  naturalization  ap¬ 
plications,  nearly  double 
the  normal  annual  volume. 
In  July  alone,  USCIS  re¬ 
ceived  460,000  applications 
for  naturalization  prior  to 
the  implementation  of  its 
July  30,  2007  fee  increase. 
As  a  result,  average  pro¬ 
cessing  times  significantly 


increased. 

In  response  to  the 
surge  in  applications,  US¬ 
CIS  implemented  a  work 
plan  to  reduce  the  backlog, 
including  implementing 
an  aggressive  hiring  plan 
and  expanded  work  hours. 
As  a  result  of  this  effort, 
USCIS  anticipates  complet¬ 
ing  more  than  one  million 
naturalization  applications 
by  the  end  of  this  fiscal 
year,  including  most  of  the 
applications  received  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  of  2007. 

Last  year's  applica¬ 
tion  surge  did  not  impact 
USCIS  offices  evenly  across 
the  country.  Although 
most  offices  have  already 
processed  cases  received 
during  the  2007  filing 
surge,  a  handful  of  offices 
will  have  a  small  percent¬ 
age  of  their  2007  cases 
pending  at  the  end  of  Fiscal 
Year  2008.  That  will  result 
in  processing  times  longer 
than  the  10-12  month  na¬ 
tional  average.  USCIS  will 
continue  to  shift  resources 
to  ensure  that  all  local  offic¬ 
es  achieve  the  goal  of  five 
month  processing  times. 

Processing  times  for 
the  Boston  office  are  esti¬ 
mated  at  approximately  8.8 
months. 


USCIS  has  received  a 
sufficient  number  of  peti¬ 
tions  to  reach  the  congres- 
sionally  mandated  H-2B 
cap  for  the  first  half  of 
Fiscal  Year  2009  (FY2009). 
USCIS  will  reject  petitions 
for  new  H-2B  workers 
seeking  employment  start 
dates  prior  to  April  1, 2009 
that  arrive  after  July  29, 
2008. 

USCIS  will  apply 
a  computer-generated 
random  selection  process 
to  all  petitions  which  are 
subject  to  the  cap  and  were 
received  on  July  29, 2008. 
USCIS  will  use  this  process 
to  select  the  number  of 
petitions  needed  to  meet 
the  cap.  USCIS  will  reject, 
and  return  the  fee,  for  all 
cap-subject  petitions  not 
randomly  selected. 

Petitions  for  workers 
who  are  currently  in  H-2B 
status  do  not  count  to¬ 
wards  the  congressionally 
mandated  bi-annual  H-2B 
cap.  USCIS  will  continue 
to  process  petitions  filed  to: 

Extend  the  stay  of  a 
current  H-2B  worker  in  the 
United  States; 

Change  the  terms  of 
employment  for  current 
H-2B  workers  and  extend 
their  stay;  or 

Allow  current  H-2B 
workers  to  change  or  add 
employers  and  extend  their 
stay.
